Lesley  Jiang 

Step  by  Step  To  Success

"I  think  I’m  very  lucky,"  said  Lesley 
Jiang  about  her  new  job  in  the  billing 
department  at  Tufts  University’s  medi¬ 
cal  complex  in  Chinatown.  "I  never 
thought  they  would  hire  me." 

Her  story  is  seemingly  one  of  good 
fortune,  an  immigrant  who  knew  very 
little  English  going  to  job  training  and 
then  to  full-time,  mainstream  employ¬ 
ment  in  a  little  less  than  three  years.  But 
it  is  also  a  story  of  sacrifice,  dedication 
and  hard  work,  a  person  who  helped 
make  a  lot  of  her  good  luck. 

Humble  Beginnings 

Lesley  Jiang  arrived  in  America  in 
November,  1993  from  Taishan,  China. 
She  was  a  high  school  graduate  in  her 
native  country  and  later  worked  as  a 
cashier  and  sales  person  at  a  cousin’s 
electronics  store.  After  just  eight  days  in 
the  United  States,  she  found  a  job  cut¬ 
ting,  boning,  and  packing  chicken  at  a 
factory  in  South  Boston. 

"I  had  that  job  for  two  years.  I  worked 
the  second  shift,  3:30  to  11:30;  the  work 
was  hard  and  I  was  always  very  tired.  My 
mom  worked  in  the  same  factory,  al¬ 
though  she  had  a  different  shift.  She 
would  often  cook  for  me  and  bring  my 
dinner  to  the  factory." 

In  January,  1994,  Lesley  began  to 
learn  English  at  the  Asian  American 
Civic  Association’s  (AACA)  Adult  ESL 
Program.  She  began  with  the  most  basic 
English  at  Level  One  and  worked  her 
way  up  through  Level  Four,  the  highest 
level,  in  about  a  year  and  a  half. 

Moving  Through 
The  System 

Her  next  step  was  in  AACA’s 
Prevocational  Skills  Program,  which 
lasted  from  July  through  December, 
1995.  "I  learned  more  English  grammar, 

math  and  typing,  as  well  as  how  to  write 
a  cover  letter  and  a  resume  and  how  to 


handle  a  job  interview,"  she  said.  "The 
teachers  explained  everything  so  I  could 
understand  easily." 

Her  teachers  remember  her  as  some¬ 
one  who  was  personable  and  engaged  in 
the  course  material,  someone  who  was 
never  dragging  despite  the  fact  that  she 
continued  to  work  at  the  chicken  factory 
while  studying  from  10  am  to  3  pm  four 
days  a  week. 

"Lesley  really  blossomed  in  our  pro¬ 
gram,"  said  teacher  Judy  Chau.  "I  could 
see  her  confidence  increase.  She  really 
had  an  awareness  of  planning  and  took 
responsibility  for  her  future." 

Those  sentiments  were  echoed  by 
teacher  Christine  Marini.  "Lesley  had  a 


very  good  attitude.  She  was  not  afraid  of 
the  teachers  and  not  afraid  to  ask  ques¬ 
tions  when  she  didn’t  understand  some¬ 
thing.  She  could  also  take  constructive 
criticism  well.  I  remember  the  day  we 
interviewed  Lesley.  She  was  very  quiet; 
she  was  certainly  not  the  same  person 
when  she  finished  the  program." 

The  Real  World  of  Work 

From  January  to  June,  1996,  Lesley 
studied  in  AACA’s  Office  Skills  Train¬ 
ing  Program,  where  she  learned  how  to 
use  a  computer  as  well  as  how  to  im¬ 
prove  the  speaking,  telephone,  and  writ¬ 
ing  skills  she  would  need  for  office  work. 
Office  Skills  teacher  and  program  coor¬ 
dinator  Michele  Tofel  called  Lesley  "a 


joy  to  have  in  the  class,  someone  who 
was  very  serious  about  learning  and  very 
organized." 

After  finishing  the  office  skills  pro¬ 
gram,  Lesley  had  a  month-long  inter¬ 
nship  in  the  office  at  Tufts  where  she  was 
eventually  hired.  The  job  included 
entering  data  into  a  computer  after  ex¬ 
amining  medical  bills  to  determine  how 
much  the  insurance  company  will  cover 
and  how  much  the  patient  will  have  to 
pay. 

"I  am  the  only  Chinese  worker  in  the 
office,"  she  said.  "My  co-workers  help 
me  a  lot,  although  sometimes  they  speak 
too  fast  and  I  don’t  understand."  The 
down  side  to  her  story  is  that  the  job  is 
only  temporary,  scheduled  to  last  only 
five  or  six  months.  "I  could  continue  as  a 
full-time  worker,  but  if  I  lose  this  job,  I 
will  check  the  job  listings  at  Tufts.  There 
are  many  other  jobs  here  which  I  think  I 
may  be  qualified  for." 

Advice  for 
Other  Newcomers 

As  Lesley  Jiang  thinks  about  her  fu¬ 
ture,  she  also  has  some  advice  for  the 
many  other  Asian  immigrant  women 
whose  primary  goal  is  a  good  job  with  a 
good  salary  and  benefits  at  an  American 
company.  "First  of  all,  you  should  go  to 
school  every  day  and  be  prepared  to 
work  hard.  I  never  missed  a  class  in  all 
the  time  I  was  at  AACA" 

When  asked  if  many  Asian  im¬ 
migrants  have  unrealistic  expectations 
of  learning  English  quickly  and  finding 
a  decent  full-time  job  with  little  effort, 
she  replied  tersely,  "I  never  thought  like 
that.  I  needed  to  go  step -by  step.  That’s 
the  best  way,  and  I’m  still  learning."

Although  many  people  may  not  be 
aware  of  it,  Asian  American  musicians 
have  been  making  jazz  in  the  US  for 
some  time  now,  drawing  on  both  East¬ 
ern  and  Western  influences. 

To  bring  Asian-American  jazz  to  a 
broader  audience,  Susan  Asai,  an  eth¬ 
nomusicologist  and  assistant  professor 
at  Northeastern  University,  has  twice 
programmed  Eric  Jackson’s  "Eric  in  the 
Evening"  jazz  show  on  WGBH  FM 
Radio.  On  both  occasions,  Asai  spent 
the  evening  playing  the  work  of  Asian- 
American  jazz  musicians  and  offering 
commentary  on  many  of  the  musicians. 

On  the  Radio 

In  the  course  of  her  recent  evening 
program,  Asai  gave  jazz  listeners  a  wide 
sampling  of  the  music  being  produced 
by  Asian  Americans,  which  include 
Asian-born  performers  who  have  been 
working  and  living  in  the  US  and 
American-born  Asian  musicians. 

Among  the  musicians  she  chose  to 
play  was  Fred  Ho,  who  grew  up  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  and  was  a  founder  of  the 
Asian  American  Resource  Workshop  in 
Boston.  Asai  played  Ho’s  "The 
Monkey’s  Theme,"  a  selection  from  a 
four-episode  epic  composition  called 
"Journey  Beyond  the  West:  The  New 
Adventures  of  Monkey,"  which  she 
described  as  "Ho’s  interpretation  and 
adaptation  of  the  popular  Chinese  fan¬ 
tasy  adventure  stories  featuring 
Monkey,  whose  Chinese  name  is  Sun 
Wu  Kong.  The  libretto  is  sung  exclusive¬ 
ly  in  Chinese  and  the  orchestration  com¬ 
bines  traditional  Chinese  and  Western 
instrumentation." 

"Fred  has  been  the  most  experimen¬ 
tal,"  says  Asai  of  the  American-born 
Asian  musicians  she  is  familiar  with. 
"He’s  written  what  are  called  Chinese- 
American  operas." 

Asai  also  played  work  by  locally- 
based  musicians  Dean  Laabs  and  Jeff 
Song,  who  has  experimented  with  the 
Korean  kayageum,  an  instrument  as¬ 
sociated  with  his  ethnic  heritage.  In¬ 
cluded  in  the  program  was  Miya 
Masaoka’s  rendition  of  the  Duke  El¬ 
lington  piece  "Come  Sunday,"  which  fea¬ 
tured  a  21-stringed  koto,  or  Japanese 
zither. 

In  her  commentary  on  "Manzanar 
Voices"  by  Glenn  Horiuchi,  Asai  noted 
that  the  piece  reflects  "Glenn’s  ex¬ 
periences  on  community  pilgrimages  to 
Manzanar,  California,  the  site  of  one  of 
the  ten  concentration  camps  created  to 
incarcerate  American  citizens  of 
Japanese  descent  during  World  War  II. 
She  said  Glenn  wrote  the  song  to 
amplify  what  he  described  as  "the  silent 
voices  which  seem  to  cry  out  from  the 
present-day  remnants  of  the  camp  site, 
and  to  voices,  living  and  dead,  calling  for 
justice." 

Music  as 
Social  Expression 

As  a  musicologist,  Asai  says  her  focus 


has  often  been  to  investigate  "music  as  a 
means  of  social  expression."  In  her  com¬ 
mentary  on  a  piece  entitled  "Great  Wall" 
by  Francis  Wong,  she  notes  that  the 
composer  "adapts  the  melody  of  a  song 
taught  in  a  local  Chinese  language 
school  as  part  of  imparting  in  Chinese 
youth  pride  in  their  Chinese  culture  and 
achievements. 

"Francis  has  played  a  role  in  develop¬ 
ing  the  Asian  American  creative  music 
scene  in  San  Francisco  as  a  saxophonist 
and  worked  with  several  community  or¬ 
ganizations  including  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  [of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco]  and  Cameron  House.  When  he 
recorded  this  album  he  taught  music  to 
Chinese  youth  as  a  resident  musician 
funded  by  the  California  Arts  Council." 

A  sansei,  or  third  generation 
Japanese  American,  Asai  says  her  inter¬ 
est  in  music  goes  back  to  her  childhood 
and  her  interest  in  jazz  to  her  teenage 
years  in  a  New  York  suburb.  "Actually 
I’ve  listened  to  jazz  since  I  was  in  high 
school,"  she  says. 

In  her  work,  she  says,  "I’ve  been 
focusing  more  on  musicians  and  com¬ 
posers  who  have  looked  back  to  their 
Asian  cultural  heritage  for  their  musical 
ideas.  And  for  many  of  the  ones  that  I 
have  studied  on  the  West  Coast  -  in 
California  -  there  were  political  views, 
partly  because  of  the  Asian  American 
political  movement  that  started  in  the 
late  1960s  and  continued  into  the 
1970s." 

A  Political  Movement 

Like  many  of  the  musicians  she  has 
studied,  Asai  fell  under  the  influence  of 
that  movement,  which  she  says  more  or 
less  grew  out  of  the  black  civil  rights 


movement  and  the  struggles  of  third 
world  people.  "With  that  movement 
came  a  need  for  cultural  identity,"  says 
Asai,  who  adds  that  her  own  exposure  to 
it  "made  me  politically  and  socially 
aware  of  what  it  means  to  be  Asian 
American." 

"Asian  American  music  had  a  lot  do 
do  with  music  being  a  vehicle  to  express 
political  issues,"  she  says.  During  the 
period  in  which  the  movement 
flourished,  Asian  American  folk  singers 
and  jazz  musicians  traveled  around  the 
country  to  offer  music  and  social  com¬ 
mentary. 

Asai  says  the  Asian  influences  in 
some  of  the  jazz  music  she  has  studied 
and  written  about  can  be  found  in  the 
use  of  traditional  instruments  as  well  as 
in  "more  subtle"  ethnic  ideas.  She  ap¬ 
plies,  for  example,  the  Japanese  concept 
of  "ma"  to  the  emphasis  the  Japanese 
musician  Terumasa  Hino  places  on 
"space  and  simplicity.  Ma,  which  is 
translated  as  silent  beat,  is  a  concept 
suggesting  that  "the  space  between 
notes"  is  "as  important  as  the  notes 
themselves." 

While  some  Asian  American 
musicians  have  created  music  that  has 
been  joined  in  some  way  to  their  ethnic 
identity,  many  have  not.  "A  small  per¬ 
centage  are  interested  in  exploring  their 
identity  through  music,"  she  says. 

"Most  of  the  jazz  musicians  of  Asian 
decent  are  mainstream,"  she  continues, 
adding  that  one  of  the  more  visible 
Asian  American  bands  is  the  R&B  jazz- 
fusion  band  Hiroshima.  "This  is  one  of 
the  few  popular  bands  that  became  well 
known,"  says  Asai.  "They’ve  been 
around  for  20  years." 


Many  Asian  American  jazz  musicians 
also  work  as  sidemen.  And  while  there 
are  some  Asian  rock  musicians,  includ¬ 
ing  James  Iha,  of  the  band  Smashing 
Pumpkins,  most  Asian  Americans  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  playing  classical  music  rather 
than  more  popular  forms. 

Taiko  Drumming 

Another  type  of  Asian  American 
music  that  has  been  growing  in 
popularity  around  the  US  in  recent 
years  is  Taiko  drumming,  which  in  the 
Boston  area  is  being  performed  by 
Odaiko  New  England.  The  drumming 
originated  in  Buddhist  temples  in 
California  and  has  now  spread  to  other 
cities.  "That  to  me  is  a  real  synthesis  of 
American  and  Japanese,"  she  says,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  the  music  uses  traditional 
Japanese  rhythms,  but  is  played  with  a 
sense  of  experimentation  in  keeping 
with  its  American  influences.  "It’s  really 
movement  in  drumming,"  she  says. 

In  the  course  of  her  academic  work, 
Asai  has  written  articles  on  Asian 
American  jazz,  Japanese  koto  music, 
and  Taiko  drumming  in  the  US.  She  has 
also  done  research  on  the  changing 
forms  of  music-making  among  Japanese 
Americans  from  generation  to  genera¬ 
tion. 

Changing  Generations 

Asai  says  members  of  her 
grandparents’  generation  brought  with 
them  from  Japan  some  of  the  classical 
music,  folk  music,  and  dance  of  their 
region.  "My  father’s  mother  brought 
over  her  koto,"  she  says.  But  while  the 
first  generation  tended  to  preserve 
Japanese  culture  in  the  US,  the  second 
generation  -  her  parents’  generation  - 
tended  to  distance  themselves  from  it. 
The  third  generation,  however,  seeks  a 
return  "to  look  back  to  see  what  your 
heritage  is."  That  return  has  been  ex¬ 
pressed  in  her  own  life  through  her  in¬ 
terest  in  Japanese  music,  periods  of 
study  and  work  in  Japan,  and  learning 
how  to  play  the  koto,  which  she  has 
played  in  recitals  at  the  Isabella  Gardner 
Museum  and  area  universities. 

Asai,  who  has  a  Ph.D  in  eth- 
nomusicology  from  UCLA  and  an  MA 
in  music  education  from  Columbia,  says 
her  intial  interest  in  Japanese  culture 
came  through  her  grandfather,  who 
moved  to  Ithaca  New  York  in  the  1920s 
because  he  wanted  his  children  to  attend 
Cornell  University.  He  started  a  fruit 
and  vegetable  business  there  and  all  of 
his  nine  children  ended  up  attending 
Cornell  at  some  point,  though  not  all  of 
them  graduated. 

Her  grandfather  had  a  samurai  sword 
collection  and  a  collection  of  other 
Japanese  artifacts.  "When  I  was  young  it 
made  a  big  impression  just  to  have  these 
objects,"  she  says.  "I  think  it  has  a  lot  to 
do  with  your  grandparents  and  how  in¬ 
volved  they  were  with  the  culture."

It’s  a  question  that  most  working 
parents  in  the  Asian  community  ask  if 
they  have  or  plan  to  have  children:  Who 
will  care  for  their  children  when  they  are 
at  work?  For  many  immigrants  working 
at  relatively  low-paying  jobs,  the  need 
for  affordable  child  care  has  become  a 
crucial  component  of  their  daily  lives. 

Within  the  Asian  community 
families  have  been  pursuing  various 
strategies  to  ensure  that  their  children 
are  being  well  cared  for  during  the  day. 
They  range  from  having  one  parent  stay 
home  until  children  have  reached 
school  age,  to  sending  children  back  to 
China  to  be  cared  for  by  relatives  there. 
Most  parents,  however,  appear  to  be 
relying  on  child  care  centers,  family  care 
centers  in  private  homes,  live-in  nan¬ 
nies,  and  relatives  who  live  nearby. 

Finding  Child  Care 

In  Massachusetts,  all  child  care  is 
licensed  by  the  state  Office  for  Children. 
To  find  child  care,  parents  can  seek  help 
from  one  of  13  referral  agencies  scat¬ 
tered  throughout  the  state.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  the  Child  Care  Resource  Center 
(547-1063x72)  serves  the  metro-north 
area;  Community  Care  for  Kids  (471- 
6473)  serves  the  Quincy-Milton  area; 
and  Child  Care  Choices  of  Boston  (542- 
5437x641)  serves  Boston.  For  Chinese 
parents,  however,  language  barriers  may 
sometimes  be  a  problem  when  trying  to 
access  child  care  through  mainstream 
agencies,  centers,  and  offices,  where 
workers  seldom  speak  Cantonese. 

Bernadette  Davidson,  director  of  the 
Acorn  Child  Care  Center  in  Boston’s 
Chinatown,  said  about  65  percent  of  all 
American  women  with  children  aged  6 
or  under  are  having  their  children  cared 
for  outside  the  home,  according  to  one 
recent  study.  "In  the  immigrant  com¬ 
munity  it’s  even  higher  because  im¬ 
migrants  need  to  work."  Affordability, 
she  added,  "is  an  issue  for  everyone." 

Davidson  believes  that  middle-in¬ 
come  families  are  being  especially 
squeezed  because  they  don’t  qualify  for 
the  subsidies  available  to  low-income 
families  and  aren’t  earning  the  wages 
needed  to  pay  for  the  kind  of  care  avail¬ 
able  to  upper-income  families. 

Acorn  Child  Care  Center 

For  many  members  of  the  Chinatown 
community,  the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council’s  Acorn  Child  Care 
Center  is  an  important  source  of  day 
care.  The  Center,  which  has  been 
operating  since  the  1970s,  has  teachers 
who  use  both  English  and  Cantonese 
with  the  children  (Toisanese  and  Man¬ 
darin  are  also  used  if  necessary).  David¬ 
son  believes  that  one  of  the  center’s 
strength  is  its  teachers,  some  of  whom 
have  been  working  at  Acorn  for  many 
years  and  are  dedicated  to  serving  the 
Chinese  community.  Continuity  of  care 
is  an  important  ingredient  of  good  child 
care  as  well  as  dedication  to  the  com¬ 
munity  being  served,  said  Davidson. 

Acorn  currently  serves  about  65  pre¬ 
school  children  -  95  percent  of  whom  are 
Chinese.  The  center,  whose  children 
range  in  age  from  15  months  to  6,  has 
two  sites  in  Chinatown. 

Although  the  center  provides  sub¬ 
sidized  care,  there  is  not  enough  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  local  Chinese  com¬ 
munity.  There  are  currently  several 
types  of  subsidies  available  to  income- 
eligible  parents  seeking  child  care,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Davidson.  Children  with 
special  needs  or  from  families  receiving 
welfare  may  be  referred  to  the  center  by 
the  state  Department  of  Transitional 
Assistance,  which  covers  much  of  the 
cost  of  their  care.  Income  eligible 
parents  may  also  apply  for  state  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Social  Services  certificates  or 
slots  to  obtain  subsidized  care.  Parents 
can  apply  for  this  subsidy  directly  at 
Acorn,  thus  avoiding  language  obstacles 
found  at  many  referral  and  government 
offices.  The  Center  also  receives  block 
grant  and  foundation  funding  to  provide 
subsidized  care  for  low-  or  moderate-in¬ 
come  children,  whose  families  must  also 
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meet  income  guidelines.  Acorn  parents 
could  pay  anywhere  from  $1  a  day  for 
toddler  care  subsidized  by  the  DSS  to 
$200  a  week  for  unsubsidized  care.  Few, 
however,  pay  the  full  rate. 

Davidson  believes  more  subsidized 
funding  is  needed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  community.  She  notes  that  while 
there  are  a  few  politicians  supporting 
legislation  to  increase  the  availability  of 
public  funding  for  child  care.  Gov.  Wil¬ 
liam  Weld  has  not  been  one  of  them. 
"We  could  be  serving  far  more  kids  than 
we  are  now,"  she  said,  adding  that  there 
are  currently  350  children  on  the  waiting 
list  for  low-income  slots  at  Acorn. 


"Some  people  wait  a  year  or  two  to  get 
these  slots,  and  put  their  names  in  when 
they’re  born." 

Head  Start 

In  addition  to  Acorn,  another  source 
of  child  care  for  income-eligible  parents 
in  Chinatown  is  the  federally-funded 
Chinatown  Head  Start  program  on 
Shawmut  Avenue.  While  the  program  is 
only  available  to  low-income  children. 
Head  Start  director  Jiaping  Huang  said 
a  program  could  also  be  started  at  the 
Shawmut  Avenue  site  to  serve  children 
who  don’t  qualify  for  a  subsidy.  If  such  a 
program  were  started,  however,  parents 
would  need  to  pay  more  than  the  sub¬

sidized  rate. 

A  recent  study  by  the  Carnegie  Cor¬ 
poration  concluded  that  more  money 
should  be  invested  in  pre-school 
programs  such  as  Head  Start  to  counter 
a  trend  toward  underachievement  in 
today’s  US  school  children.  In  addition 
to  providing  much-needed  child  care  for 
working  parents,  these  pre-school 
programs  provide  significant  education¬ 
al  opportunities  for  children. 

Choosing  Child  Care 

In  choosing  child  care,  parents  must 
examine  the  strengths  and  weaknesses 
of  the  various  types  of  programs,  said 
Selina  Chan  of  the  Acorn  Family  Day 
Care  Project,  which  helps  women  be¬ 
come  licensed  to  provide  day  care  in 
their  homes.  "Some  parents  would  like 
their  children  to  explore  with  a  bigger 
group  of  children.  Others,  she  con¬ 
tinued,  want  a  more  home-like  setting, 
j  "Some  parents  will  think  family  day  care 
is  more  like  a  home,"  she  added.  Some 
i  parents  also  want  their  children  to  speak 
1  Chinese  at  a  child  care  program  while 
others  are  more  eager  to  place  their 
children  in  an  English-speaking  en¬ 
vironment. 

A  Multicultural  Center 

Annie  Chin,  director  of  operations  at 
the  Asian  American  Civic  Association, 
sends  her  3-year-old  daughter  to  the 
Crittenton-Hasting  House’s  Spaulding 
Child  Care  Center.  Both  she  and  her 
husband  work  for  non-profits,  so  finding 
affordable  child  care  is  important.  She 
now  drops  her  daughter  off  at  8:45  am 
and  picks  her  up  at  5:45  pm. 

Chin,  who  pays  $723  a  month  for 
child  care,  notes  that  a  major  issue  for 
many  working  parents  is  its  affor¬ 
dability.  "Even  for  us,  it’s  a  big  chunk  of 
our  income,"  she  said,  adding  that  it 
would  also  be  impossible  to  live  on  just 
one  salary.  "There  are  a  lot  of  child  care 
services,  but  whether  people  can  afford 
to  pay  those  kind  of  prices"  is  uncertain, 
she  said.  Some  centers  cost  as  much  as 
$900  or  $1,000  a  month,  she  added. 

While  her  daughter’s  grandmothers 
took  care  of  her  during  her  first  year,  she 
and  her  husband  decided  they  didn’t 
want  to  place  such  a  burden  on  their 
elderly  parents  for  an  extended  period. 
"It’s  too  strenuous,"  she  says.  While 
taking  care  of  children  often  keeps 
elders  busy  and  makes  them  feel  useful. 
Chin  believes  it  should  only  be  resorted 
to  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Chin  said  she  is  happy  with  her  child’s 
day  care  center.  "It’s  pretty  multicul¬ 
tural,"  she  says.  "The  staff  members  are 
good.  It’s  close  to  our  house.  It’s  very 
convenient."  Chin  said  she  values  the 
diverse  group  of  children  and  teachers 
her  child  is  exposed  to  every  day.  "We 
think  having  her  in  a  child  care  setting  is 
better,"  said  Chin. 

Family  Child  Care 

In  a  first-floor  apartment  on  a  quiet 
street  in  North  Quincy,  Ci  Daren  is  busy 
caring  for  a  group  of  children  while  their 
parents  are  at  work.  The  two  front 
rooms  of  her  apartment  have  been 
transformed  into  a  child  care  center.  It’s 
an  airy  open  space  with  light  flowing  in 
through  a  large  living  room  window  and 
colorful  new  blackboards,  tables,  toys 
and  educational  materials. 

Ci,  who  speaks  Mandarin,  takes  care 
of  three  children  full  time  and  four 
children  part-time.  They  range  in  age 
from  14  months  to  six.  She  also  has  a 
non-Asian  child  who  occasionally 
comes  to  her  program  because  his 
parents  want  him  to  learn  Chinese.  The 
Cantonese-speaking  parents  of  one  girl 
she  cares  for  send  her  to  Ci’s  program  in 
part  because  they  want  her  to  learn 
Mandarin. 

Unlike  the  larger  child  care  centers, 
which  divide  children  according  to  age, 
teachers  in  a  family  center  such  as  Ci’s 
must  devise  methods  to  teach  a  diverse 
group  of  children. 

Ci  said  she  works  50  weeks  a  year 
caring  for  children  in  her  home.  It’s  a 
satisfying  job  that  has  provided  her  with 
a  livelihood  and  made  it  possible  to  con-

tinue  to  work  in  her  profession.  For  30 
years,  she  was  an  educator  in  China. 

Ci  came  to  the  Boston  area  about 
four  years  from  Nanjing,  China  to  join 
her  two  sons  and  her  husband,  a  re¬ 
searcher  at  MIT.  With  the  help  of  the 
Quincy  School  Community  Council’s 
Family  Day  Care  Project  she  was  able  to 
obtain  a  state  license  and  start  her  own 
home-based  child  care  center.  The 
Quincy  program  guides  would-be  child 
care  providers  through  the  licensing 
process,  which  includes  10  hours  of  child 
care  training,  CPR  and  first  aid  training, 
and  learning  building  and  health  re¬ 
quirements.  The  Project  has  so  far 
licensed  about  30  providers  over  the  last 
few  years,  though  only  10  of  them  are 
now  providing  child  care  in  their  homes. 
Chan  points  out  that  many  unlicensed 
child  care  homes  are  also  operating  in 
the  Chinese  community. 

Ci  now  charges  about  $3  an  hour  per 
child  for  the  care  she  provides,  though 
the  fee  for  smaller  children  and  part- 
time  children  is  somewhat  higher. 
Caring  for  an  older  child  will  cost 
parents  about  $135  a  week,  while  the 
cost  of  taking  care  of  a  toddler  is  about 
$170  for  a  nine- hour  day.  Chan  suggests 
that  non-Asian  programs  are  more  cost¬ 
ly,  with  some  averaging  between  $5  and 
$6  an  hour. 

A  typical  day  at  the  center  includes 
periods  for  reading,  science,  arts  and 
crafts,  music,  exploring  imagination, 
and  play.  Ci  also  keeps  a  detailed  record 
of  each  child’s  activities  and  develop¬ 
ment.  Such  day  care  programs  not  only 
provide  child  care  for  children  whose 
parents  are  working  but  also  offer 
children  a  well-thought-out  educational 
program. 

Ci  believes  that  overall  the  quality  of 
smaller,  home-based  programs  is 
probably  better  than  the  larger  ones  be¬ 
cause  the  children  end  up  receiving 
more  individual  attention.  The  setting  is 
also  closer  to  what  a  child  finds  at  home. 
And  while  Ci  notes  that  the  Chinese 
Government  currently  provides  many 
more  pre-school  programs  for  children 
of  working  parents  than  are  available  in 
the  US,  she  believes  the  quality  of  the 
care  children  receive  in  a  smaller  home 
setting  like  hers  is  superior  to  those 
programs. 

A  Live-In  Nanny 

While  the  parents  of  toddlers  and 
pre-school  children  are  likely  to  place 
their  children  in  the  larger  day  care 
centers  or  family  care  settings,  the 
parents  of  infants  may  resort  to  hiring  a 
live-in  nanny  to  care  for  their  child  in  his 
early  years.  One  Quincy  parent,  who 
wished  to  remain  anonymous,  had  hired 
a  live-in  nanny  from  Hong  Kong  to  care 
for  his  son  while  he  and  his  wife  were  at 
work.  On  weekdays,  she  lived  in  a  room 
in  their  house,  but  on  weekends  she 
would  return  to  live  with  family  mem¬ 
bers.  Nannies  are  generally  paid  about 
$700  a  month  for  five  days,  $800  a  month 
for  sue  days,  and  another  5100  for  a 
second  child,  according  to  the  parent.  As 


part  of  their  duties,  nannies  also  might 
be  required  to  cook  one  meal  a  day  or 
clean  the  house,  he  said. 

In  choosing  a  nanny,  the  same  parent 
suggested  that  parents  should  take  into 
consideration  her  health  and  her  will¬ 
ingness  to  provide  information  about  it. 
He  said  he  was  forced  to  let  one  nanny 
go  because  she  wouldn’t  provide  him 
with  such  certified  information. 

In  choosing  a  nanny,  he  said  he  also 
takes  into  consideration  the  person’s 
cleanliness  and  general  living  habits  and 
behavior.  He  said  his  son’s  nanny  did  an 
excellent  job  but  recently  had  to  return 
to  Hong  Kong  to  attend  to  a  family  mat¬ 
ter.  His  son’s  grandmother,  who  lives  in 
a  house  on  the  same  street,  is  now  caring 
for  his  son. 

Other  Strategies 

For  many  working  parents  in  the 
Asian  community,  grandparents  and 
other  relatives  continue  to  be  an  impor¬ 
tant  component  of  a  family’s  child  care 
strategy.  Yu  Hong  Xie,  a  biochemist  at 
the  Boston  University  Medical  school, 
said  her  mother  had  cared  for  her  child 
while  she  and  her  husband  were  at  work. 

While  many  families  are  forced  to 
have  two  parents  working  to  make  ends 
meet,  Mr.  Poon,  a  cook  in  a  New 
Hampshire  Chinese  restaurant  and  resi¬ 
dent  of  Mass  Pike  Towers  in  Chinatown, 
said  his  wife  has  decided  to  stay  at  home 
to  care  for  his  two  children.  He  said  it 
wouldn’t  be  worth  it  for  her  to  work 
because  her  earnings  would  end  up 
being  spent  on  child  care. 

John  Mu  of  Quincy  said  he  is  still 
searching  for  a  workable  method  to  sat- 
sify  his  child  care  needs.  Mu,  who  came 
to  the  US  from  Guangzhou  about  a  year 
and  a  half  ago  and  works  as  a  busboy  in 
a  Chinatown  restaurant,  says  he  and  his 
wife  alternately  take  care  of  their 
daughter  during  the  day.  When  his  wife 
is  at  work  at  Shaw’s  Supermarket  in 
Quincy,  he  will  take  care  of  the  child, 
and  when  he  is  at  work  in  the  restaurant, 


she  will  care  for  her.  When  both  of  them 
are  working,  they  rely  on  his  wife’s  fami¬ 
ly  to  take  care  of  the  child,  since  her 
mother,  sister,  and  brothers  live  in  the 
house  with  them.  Mu,  however,  notes 
that  relying  on  family  members  is  dif¬ 
ficult  in  his  house  because  there  are  so 
many  families  with  children.  "Some¬ 
times  they  have  three  children  to  take 
care  of,"  said  Mu,  who  plans  to  solve  his 
child  care  problems  by  having  his 
mother  immigrate  from  China  next  year 
to  help  him  care  for  his  child. 

Return  to  China 

Some  families,  however,  choose  to 
travel  in  a  different  direction  to  solve 
their  child  care  needs.  When  Suzanne 
Huang  was  unable  to  find  a  subsidized 
slot  for  her  children  at  Acorn,  she  sent 
them  to  stay  with  her  husband’s  parents 
in  Toisan,  China.  Wong,  who  works  as  a 
bookkeeper,  said  the  children  -  ages  1 
and  2  -  had  been  placed  on  a  waiting  list 
at  the  Acorn  center. 

"I  could  not  get  child  care  I  could 
afford,"  said  Wong,  whose  husband 
works  in  a  Chinese  restaurant. 

In  June,  Wong  decided  to  bring  her 
children  back  to  the  US  after  she 
learned  that  subsidized  spaces  were 
available  to  them  at  Acorn.  "I  felt  a  big 
loss,"  said  Wong  of  the  year  her  children 
were  in  China.  "It’s  not  only  economic." 

Wong  now  believes  it’s  important  for 
parents  to  remain  with  their  children 
during  their  crucial  early  years  to  ensure 
they  are  taught  properly  and  to  develop 
stable  relationships  with  them. 

She  found,  for  example,  that  her  son 
didn’t  want  to  go  out  with  her  when  he 
returned  from  China  and  believes  he 
was  spoiled  by  his  relatives  there.  "He 
could  do  what  he  wanted,"  she  said, 
adding  that  she  still  must  correct  a  num¬ 
ber  of  unacceptable  habits  he  developed 
during  his  time  in  China. 

After-School  Programs 

While  many  working  parents  have 
their  child  care  problems  partially 


solved  when  their  children  go  to  school, 
the  time  after  school  continues  to  be  an 
issue.  Chin  and  others  note  that  area 
school  systems  haven’t  really  "caught  on 
to  the  reality"  that  two  parents  are  work¬ 
ing  and  that  children  need  to  have  some¬ 
where  to  go  when  they  leave  school. 

In  Chinatown,  many  working  parents 
continue  to  rely  on  grandparents  and 
other  family  members  to  watch  children 
after  school.  There  are  also  working 
parents  who  let  their  children  stay  home 
alone  once  they  reach  a  certain  age,  or 
else  let  older  primary-school  aged 
children  watch  their  younger  siblings. 
Because  the  parents  work  long  hours  in 
restaurants  or  factories,  the  children 
may  not  be  receiving  adequate  attention 
at  home. 

One  solution  for  Chinese  parents  is 
to  send  their  children  to  a  Chinese 
school  such  as  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School  afternoon  program  in 
Chinatown  or  the  Cambridge  Center  for 
Chinese  Culture’s  after-school  program 
in  Cambridge.  The  Greater  Boston 
Chinese  Cultural  Association  in  West 
Newton  also  has  an  after-school  pro¬ 
gram  for  children  whose  parents  may  be 
working.  Chinese  after-school  programs 
can  teach  children  about  Chinese  lan¬ 
guage  and  culture,  help  them  develop 
good  study  habits,  and  provide  child  care 
for  working  parents,  said  Xie,  whose  son 
j  attends  one. 

|  In  Chinatown,  the  Boston  Chinese 
Evangelical  Church  provides  an  after- 
•  school  program  for  children.  Another 
important  alternative  for  parents  seek¬ 
ing  child  care  is  the  Red  Oak  After 
School  Program  at  the  Josiah  Quincy 
Elementary  School,  which  provides 
educational  and  recreational  activities 
for  children  ages  5  to  14.  The  students 
pay  on  a  sliding  scale  (roughly  between 
$13  and  $81)  based  on  their  parents’ 
income.  The  program,  which  serves  be¬ 
tween  128  and  144  students  and  includes 
an  English  as  a  second  language  com¬ 
ponent,  starts  shortly  after  2  pm  and 
runs  to  6  pm.  Red  Oak  also  has  a  sum¬ 
mer  program. 

"We  try  to  reflect  the  public  school 
schedules,"  says  Lisa  Cherow,  Red  Oak’s 
program  director.  Cherow  says  about  90 
percent  of  the  children  attending  the 
program  also  attend  the  Quincy  School. 
It’s  a  popular  program  for  which  there  is 
a  waiting  list  of  300  to  500  children. 

With  many  parents  in  the  Chinese 
community  working,  keeping  children 
busy  has  become  a  crucial  issue  for  many 
families.  "Chinatown  is  incredibly  un¬ 
derserved,"  Cherow  said. 

The  Need  for  More  Care 

"I  think  it’s  a  huge  problem,"  said 
Cherow,  who  added  that  many  parents 
come  to  her  desperate  to  get  their 
children  into  the  after-school  program. 
"I  have  parents  in  here  begging,"  she 
said.  "There  aren’t  enough  options  for 
people  in  Chinatown... I  just  feel  strong¬ 
ly  there  needs  to  be  more  services."

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Taskforce  Keeps  Pressure  on  Artery 


The  Chinatown  CA/T  Taskforce  is 
continuing  to  oppose  a  Central 
Artery/Tunnel  Project  plan  to  build  a 
temporary  exit  ramp  at  Marginal  Road 
in  Chinatown. 

The  ramp  -  known  as  the  Albany 
Street  Detour  -  will  carry  1-90  and 
Kneeland  Street  Surface  Artery  traffic 
to  the  Albany  Street  area.  The  ramp 
would  be  built  to  handle  traffic  to  be 
rerouted  as  a  result  of  the  replacement 
of  the  Albany  Street  bridge  by  a  tem¬ 
porary  bridge. 

Earlier  this  month  members  of  the 
Chinatown  CA/T  Taskforce  protested 
the  Artery  ramp  plan  at  the  Central 
Artery’s  South  Station  office.  Many 
members  of  the  Chinatown  community 
are  opposed  to  the  temporary  ramp  as 
well  as  to  a  proposal  to  build  a  per¬ 
manent  DD  Central  Artery  Ramp  in  the 
same  area. 

Critics  of  both  projects  say  the  ramps 
would  increase  traffic  and  air  pollution 


in  an  area  close  to  the  Chinatown 
residential  district.  Members  of  the 
Chinatown  community  also  feel  that 
local  officials  in  the  past  have  repeatedly 
forced  inconveniences  on  the 
Chinatown  community  in  order  to  build 
roadways. 

In  this  most  recent  episode,  the 
Chinese  community  has  repeatedly 
charged  that  Artery  officials  have  been 
remiss  in  keeping  the  community  up¬ 
dated  in  a  timely  manner  on  project 
plans.  The  Artery  Project  has  tended  to 
wait  until  the  last  minute  to  inform  the 
community  of  project  decisions  having  a 
direct  impact  on  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity.  Artery  officials,  for  example, 
only  recently  informed  the  community 
of  its  plan  to  build  the  temporary  ramp, 
which  would  be  in  service  for  five  or  six 
years  and  be  built  sometime  next  year. 

The  temporary  ramp  would  run  ad¬ 
jacent  to  -  but  not  merge  with  -  Hudson 
Street  near  Tai  Tung  Village.  The  ramp 


may  also  require  the  taking  of  part  of  the 
Tai  Tung  Village  parking  lot  as  well  as 
some  parking  spaces  along  Hudson 
Street.  The  Artery  Project  would  find 
replacements  in  the  area  for  the  lost 
spaces,  according  to  Artery  officials. 

Traffic  exiting  from  the  temporary 
ramp  would  be  required  to  turn  left  onto 
Harrison  Avenue,  and  may  also  be  re¬ 
quired  to  make  another  left  turn  onto 
Herald  Street  to  keep  vehicles  away 
from  Chinatown’s  already  busy  streets. 

Lihbin  Shiao,  co-chairperson  of  the 
Chinatown  CA/T  Taskforce,  said  about 
30  people  marched  from  Chinatown  to 
the  Central  Artery/Tunnel  Project  of¬ 
fice  at  South  Station  earlier  this  month 
to  attend  a  meeting  with  the  Boston 
Transportation  Department  and  the 
Artery  Business  Committee.  While  the 
Chinatown  group  wanted  to  talk  to  offi¬ 
cials  about  alternatives  to  the  proposed 
Albany  Street  detour,  officials  attending 
the  meeting  were  intent  on  discussing 


mitigation.  The  CA/T  group  eventually 
left  the  meeting  in  frustration.  "We 
came  out  of  the  meeting  feeling  nega¬ 
tive,"  said  Shiao. 

The  Artery  Project,  meanwhile,  has 
continued  to  move  forward  with  its 
detour  plan  by  releasing  a  request  for 
proposal  for  the  temporary  ramp 
project.  Artery  Project  officials  say  they 
will  continue  to  discuss  the  issue  with 
the  Chinatown  community  and  plan  to 
have  additional  meetings  with  members 
of  the  community. 

Bill  Moy,  the  Artery  Project’s 
Chinatown  liaison,  said  "there’s  still 
dialogue  between  the  Central  Artery, 
the  Boston  transportation  department, 
and  Chinatown." 

"If  a  better  solution  comes  out  of 
these  discussions  then  the  ramp  can  be 
stopped  and  something  else  put  in  its 
place,"  he  added.

Members  of  the  Boston  Chinese  community  marched  from  Chinatown  to  the 
Japanese  Consulate  at  South  Station  in  Boston  Wednesday  to  protest  Japan’s 
apparent  intention  to  occupy  the  DiaoYuTai  Islands  near  Taiwan.  Some  Japanese 
organizations  have  erected  structures  and  raised  the  Japanese  flag  there,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  protesters.  Similar  protests  have  been  taking  place  in  Hong  Kong  this 
week..  The  protesters  charged  that  the  islands  belong  to  China.  The  march  was 
organized  by  several  local  Chinese  organizations.

"Kabuki  Revealed"  in  Boston 


The  Kabuki  theater  is  characterized 
by  its  elaborately  painted  faces, 
elaborate  costumes,  traditional  stories, 
and  dramatic  music.  Last  week,  a  Boston 
theater  audience  had  the  opportunity  to 
both  learn  about  and  sample  Japan’s 
most  popular  form  of  theater  in  "Kabuki 
Revealed"  at  the  Berklee  Performance 
Center. 

Performed  by  Tokyo’s  Kabuki 
Academy  Performance  Troupe  and  led 
by  artistic  director  Mary  Mariko  Ohno, 
"Kabuki  Revealed"  was  the  first  event  of 
the  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music’s 
130th  Concert  season.  The  performance 
included  an  introduction  to  the  music, 
makeup,  acting  styles,  and  stories  of 
Kabuki.  It  moved  from  illustrated  lec¬ 
tures  to  performance  and  music. 

Kabuki  is  one  of  the  three  classical 
forms  of  Japanese  classical  theater, 
which  also  includes  the  Noh  -  the 
theater  of  the  aristocrats  -  and  Bumraky 
-  the  puppet  theater  for  which  many 
famous  playwrights  have  written. 


Kabuki  was  founded  in  1603  by  a 
woman  named  Okuni,  a  prostitute  and 
performer  of  religious  dances.  She  set 
up  a  Noh  stage  in  Kyoto  for  performan¬ 
ces  that  included  folk  dances,  religious 
dances,  and  bawdy  stories. 

When  women  were  banned  on  moral 
grounds  from  performing  on  stage  in 
1629,  young  boys  were  enlisted  to  take 
the  female  parts.  They  too,  however, 
were  eventually  banned  from  the  stage 
on  the  same  grounds  and  replaced  with 
adult  males. 

With  adult  males  playing  female 
roles,  Kabuki  developed  a  highly  styl¬ 
ized  form  of  acting.  It  is  also  charac¬ 
terized  by  painted  faces,  elaborate 
costumes,  spectacular  stage  sets,  and 
sudden  costume  changes  on  stage  in  the 
middle  of  a  performance. 

William  Thrasher,  the  narrator  and 
co-producer  of  "Kabuki  Revealed,"

painted  faces,  and  elaborate  costumes. 
Singers  in  one  form  of  Kabuki  also  use 
the  high-pitched  singing  style  found  in 
Peking  Opera. 

Last  week’s  performance  included 
"Sagi  Musume,"  which  is  one  of  the  most 
popular  and  haunting  of  the  Kabuki 
pieces.  It  tells  the  story  of  a  young 
woman  who  dies  of  grief  and  returns  in 
the  form  of  a  heron  to  avenge  herself  on 
a  husband  who  had  deserted  her.  At  the 
center  of  the  work  is  what  is  considered 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  the  dances 
in  the  repertory  for  onnagata  (male  dan¬ 
cers  in  female  roles). 

Another  striking  performance  was 
the  Shakkyo  lion  dance  by  Bando  Kan¬ 
jiro.  Before  the  dance,  the  actor  was 
brought  on  stage  to  apply  makeup  and 
put  on  an  elaborate  costume  and  mane. 
With  horn-like  eyebrows  and  painted 
lips,  the  actor  began  his  carefully 
choreographed  dance,  which  cul¬ 
minated  in  the  rhythmic  tossing  of  his 
long  silken  mane  from  side  to  side. 


Though  the  lion  dance  had  been  im¬ 
ported  from  China,  perhaps  as  early  as 
the  9th  century,  the  Kabuki  theater  has 
j  developed  its  own  unique  expressions  of 
'it. 

The  lion  dance  was  taken  from  a  work 
entitled  "Kagame  Jishi"  ("The  Dancing 
Lion)  in  which  the  same  character  ap¬ 
pears  first  as  a  young  court  maiden  and 
later  as  a  lion.  Because  the  piece  was  so 
abbreviated,  the  context  of  the  final 
dance  was  largely  lost  to  the  audience. 

Although  "Kabuki  Revealed"  offered 
only  excerpts  from  a  Kabuki  play,  it  was 
able  to  introduce  to  the  audience  the 
components  of  this  Japanese  art  form  in 
an  entertaining  and  informative  way. 
The  audience  was  introduced  to  the 
various,  gestures  (both  serious  and 
amusing),  singing  styles,  and  instru¬ 
ments  that  create  the  spectacle  and 
music  of  Kabuki,  including  the 
shamisen,  a  three-stringed  plucked  lute 
related  to  the  Chinese  san  hsien,  and 
various  drums  and  flutes.  -R.  O.
